REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either singularly or in combination, at 
least to meet a wiring pattern of a core layer being electrically connected to the wiring pattern 
formed on an electric insulating layer and an electric insulating material formed of the mixture 
comprising at least an inorganic filler and a thermosetting resin of the core layer having a 
modulus of elasticity at room temperature in the range from 0.6 GPa to 10 GPa.
